1 have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  >'ou  m\' 
Twentieth  Annual  Repoi't  of  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  vour  District  for  the  year 
1940. 

Following  instructions  from  the  Minister  of 
Health  this  report  has  again  been  curtailed  and 
much  information  has  b'ceii  omitted  that  would 
have  otherwise  been  included. 


The  schemes  for  Air  Raid  Precautions  ^vhich 
were  commenced  in  1938  have  lieen  activelv 
pursued  throughout  the  year,  and  the  different 
organisations  for  civil  defence  have  attained  a 
high  standard  of  efficiency.

During  tlio  year  tlierc  was  an  epideiuie  of 
measles.  No  few  er  than  1,078  cases  being  notilied 
but  the  great  majority  of  tliese  was  of  a mild 
(diaracter  and  there  were  2 deatlis. 


ddie  Birtli-rate  of  18.7  and  the  Deatli  rate  of 
1 1 .2  com]mres  very  favourably  with  the  rest  of 
tlie  (V)untry.  Whilst  the  Infantile  Death  rate 
of  02. o is  a low  record  for  this  District.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  vas  again  a decrease  from  the  previous 

\ ear  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  both  scarlet 

« ' 

fever  and  diphtheria. 


ScAHLET  Fever. — The  number  of  notiheations 
from  this  disease  fell  from  187  in  1939  to  83  in 
1940. 


Of  these  cases  47  were  admitted  to  Thorpe 
Hospital.  The  great  majority  of  the  cases  were 
mild  and  there  were  no  deaths. 


Diphtheria  : — This  disease  showed  a decrease 
from  418  in  1939  to  170  in  1940,  and  there  were 
10  deaths  as  against  22  in  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  03  children  were  immunised. 
This  brings  the  total  up  to  14,180  since  the  Council 
introduced  its  scheme  of  free  immunisation.  This 
number  is  roughly  three-quarters  of  the  child 
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population  but  it  leaves  still  between  4,000  and 
5,000  children  unimmunised.  Of  the  173  cases 
of  diphtheria  admitted  to  Thorpe  Hospital  33  had 
been  immunised  and  there  was  one  death,  ])ut 
of  the  140  admitted  who  had  not  been  immunised

Special  Area  Schemes. 

The  following  work  on  Sewerage  was  per- 
formed by  direct  labour  (hiring  the  year  under 
the  Special  Areas  Schemes  : S.A.S.  3(5,  Wingate. 

The  above  Scheme  was  completed  on  the 
30th  dnne,  1940,  and  in  construction  of  same  the 
following  lengths  of  pipes  were  laid  : 103  ^Rrds 
of  21 -in.,  1198  yards  of  15-in.,  185  yards  of  i2-in. 
and  112  vards  of  9-in.  S.A.S.  24,  47  and  48. 

The  al)ove  schemes  were  commenced  in  June, 
1940,  and  the  following  lengths  were  laid  during 
the  year  : 443  yards  of  27-in.,  107  yards  of  24-in., 
880  yards  of  21 -in.  and  113  3^ar(ls  of  12-in. 

(Jloset  Accommodation.  With  the  exception 
of  outlying  dAvellings  the  vnter  carriage  system 
is  now  general  throughout  the  District. 

Public  Cleansing.  The  removal  of  house  refuse 
etc.,  is  carried  out  now  by  the  Cleansing  Depart- 
ment for  the  whole  area. 

Total  number  of  water  closets  in  District  ...  ...  23336 

Total  number  of  ash  closets  and  privies  in  Districts  325 
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There  are  at  present  five  Morris  refuse 
collectors  and  four  S.  & D.  Freighters  working 
in  the  district,  together  with  twenty-three  horse 
drawn  vehicles.  All  vehicles  are  provided  with 
iron  sliding  covers  which  are  a protection  against 
spilling  and  a prevention  against  any  dust 
nuisance. 

All  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping,  this 
is  done  in  layers  as  a precaution  against  fire 
occurring. 

The  salvage  of  paper,  metal,  rags  and  bones 
was  commenced  at  the  end  of  April,  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  records  prove  that  this  work  has 
been  successful.  One  motor  vehicle  is  wholly 
engaged  on  salvage.

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. — This  Act, 
which  came  into  operation  on  October  1st,  1939, 
gives  much  more  control  over  food  shops  and 
rerpiires  all  premises  where  food  is  manufactured 
or  ])repared  to  be  registered  with  the  Local 
Autliority.  Many  inspections  have  been  made 
and  34  premises  were  registered  under  the  Act. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. — Twelve  houses 
were  disinfected  during  the  year,  and  of  these, 
ten  were  Council  houses  and  two  private. 

Diu'ing  the  year  378  houses  were  disinfected.

The  total  arrears  outstanding  on  the  31st 
December,  1940,  was  £6,612  5s.  5d.,  being  a 
reduction  of  £717  Is.  8jd.  during  the  year. 
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During  tlio  yeaj*  29  lioiises  wer(‘  ereeled  in 
the  District  by  J^rivate  Enterprise  in  addition  to 
those  completed  by  the  Noi*th  Eastern  Housing 
Association  referred  to  above. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVJSKJN  OE  FOOD. 

Under  the  ])rovisions  of  tlie  Livestock  (Re- 
striction on  Slaughtering)  Order  1940,  made  by 
the  Minister  of  Food,  which  came  into  operation 
on  January  15th,  1940,  tlie  Ministry  of  Food 
I)ecame  sole  purchaser  of  fat  stock  for  slaughter 
for  human  consumption.  The  Order  further  ar- 
ranged that  slaughter  of  such  stock  should  only 
})e  carried  out  in  certain  specified  slaughter  houses 
and  the  distribution  of  the  meat  was  carried  out 
by  the  Wholesale  Meat  Supply  Association  acting 
on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  to  the  retail  trade. 
Station  Town  Co-op.  Slaugliter  house  was  selected 
as  the  abattoir  to  serve  this  area. 

Although  occupied  by  a Crown  Dept.,  and 
therefore  not  subject  to  licence  under  Section 
57,  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  the  Minister 
desirous  that  normal  meat  inspection  should 
continue,  instructed  all  slaughter  house  managers 
to  give  the  same  facilities  for  entry  to  authorised 
meat  hispectors  as  existed  in  ordinary  private 
slaughter  houses.  Special  arrangements  have  been 
made  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  for  disposal  of 
unsound  meat  under  guarantee  that  such  meat 
will  not  be  used  for  human  consumption. 

One  exception  to  the  restrictions  on  slaughter- 
ing enables  a person  to  slaughter  for  consumption 
in  his  own  household  any  pig,  calf,  or  sheep, 
which  he  has  fattened  himself,  subject  to  the 
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issue  of  a licence  by  tlie  Local  Food  C^ontrol 
Coinniittee.  The  niiinber  of  such  licences  issued 
in  this  Area  up  to  olst  December,  1940,  is  shown 
in  the  adjoining  table. 

An  outstanding  residt  of  this  centralised 
slaughtering  has  been  the  ojDportnnity  to  approach 
lOO^Q  inspection  of  animal  carcases  with  con- 
secpient  arrest  and  disposal  of  all  unsound  meat. 
In  previous  years  the  Inspector  responsible  for 
meat  inspection  in  this  District  has  had  to  spread 
his  duties  over  40  licensed  private  slaughter 
houses  and  where,  as  usually  happened,  several 
butchers  slaughtered  during  the  same  hours  on 
the  same  day  in  tlie  week,  no  satisfactory  super- 
vision could  be  exercised.  This  statement  is 
not  designed  to  cast  reflection  on  the  meat  traders 
of  this  area  who  have  generally  a high  regard  of 
their  obligations  to  the  community  but  merely 
that  previously  quantities  of  unsound  meat  and 
offal  have  passed  undetected  because  of  the 
manifest  impossibility  of  the  Inspector  being  in 
several  places  at  the  same  time.  It  should  be 
noted  at  this  pohit  that  the  animals  slaughtered 
at  Station  Town  during  this  period  were  of  good 
grade  and  the  effect  of  the  general  culling  of 
herds  policy  advocated  by  the  Government  is 
not  felt  until  a later  date. 

An  interesting  comparison  is  made  below  in 
tabular  form  of  total  weights  of  condemned  meat, 
etc.,  for  the  years  1935-40  inclusive,  and  attention 
directed  to  the  seven  fold  increase  during  the 
period  covered  by  centralized  slaughtering.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

During  the  year  112  inspections  of  dairies 
and  cowsheds  were  made  and  the  general  con- 
ditions of  farms  in  tlie  District  were  found  to  l)e 
satisfactory.  Informal  action  was  taken  in  a 
few  instances  for  minor  work. 

There  are  2 producers  of  T.T.  milk  and  22 
producers  of  Accredited  milk  in  the  Area.  In 
addition  there  are  100  non-designated  wholesale 
and  retail  milk  producers. 

The  pasteurizing  plant  situated  at  Wellfield 
is  operated  with  every  care  to  achieve  its  objective 
— a clean  and  safe  milk  suppty.  18  retailers  of 
pasteurized  milk  are  registered  with  this  Auth- 
ority under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders 
Um  and  1988. 
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
